CANCER OF THE STOMACH. 
Slight prolonged iriitation is a com- 


degeneration. Maligancy is a medical 
term for cancerous change. It is jus- 
tifiable because it tends to correct a 
popular mispprehension. Cancer is 
‘aot a “growth” in the ordinary sense; 
it is not a new formation; it is not 
a “tumor” in the ordinary sense; can- 
cer is degeneration or depravity in 
any pre-existing tissue or organ of the 
hody. 

Body tissue, whether hard (bone), 
with (flesh) or fluid (blood) consists 
of living, growrag, multiplying, micro- 
scopic cells, with a framework or me- 
dium in which they are supported. as 
bricks in mortar. When these tissues 
wear out or are injured or destroyed 
they are replaced or _ repaired, in 
health by an orderly process of growth 
and reproduction of their cells. When 
this process becomes disorderly, anrchic 
precocious, excessive, abortive and ir- 
regular, that is cancer. Obviously it 
is a fool’s dream that cancer may be 
“taken out by the roots.” Cancer has 
no roots. That idea is a dangerous

organs affected by the inflammation. 
Wearing shoes with too high or too 
low heels may cause a strain upon 
the nerves in the legs, but may not 
be felt in the legs at all and only 
in the lumbar region. An acute pain 
may develop in any of the Iumbar 
vertebrae if they are suddenly twisted 
slightly out of their normal align- 
ment. Slipping on a wet pavement 
ov a misjudge of distance in going 
down steps may be sufficient to pro- 
duce such a subluxation of the ver- 
tebrae. 


A person in good health usually 
recovers rapidly from such an injury, 
but if the system is full of impuri- 
ties or the injured one is subject to 
attacks of rheumatism, the rheumatic 
toxins may form around the seat of 
the spinal lesion and bring on a 
chronie case of lumbago. Most lum- 
bar aches are really caused by such 
a congestion of morbid material which 
irritates the nerves issuing from and 
through the openings in the vertebrae. 


Most patients who have suffered 
from lumbago for any length of time 
have had their tonsils removed and 
teeth extracted after following the ad- 
vice of physicians who believe that 
local infection is the primary source 
of rheumatism. Jt is true that some- 
times the removal of these local pus- 
pockets will bring about temporary 
relief, but if the trouble is caused 
by a rheumatic toxicosis, this funda- 
mental poisoning must be removed be- 
fore one can hope for a complete and 
permanent recovery. 

If the heels of the shoes are too 
high or too low, they must be changed 
to a reasonable height. If the ver- 
tebrae are pinching upon an impigned

If vou have been suffering for years 
with lumbago the first thing to do is 
to rid your system of any primary 
toxemia which may exist, and at the 
same time, use other measures to in- 
crease the circulation of blood through 
the lower body and especially through 
the lumbar region. If irritating poi- 
sons have deposited around the lum- 
bar vertebrae it is unwise to treat 
them by manipulative therapeutics ur- 
til after the systemic toxemia has 
been removed.

Answer: It is never necessary to 
remove pussy tonsils if you are will- 
ing to zo on a strict diet and clean 
up your blood stream, so that no pus 
can form in any part of the body. 

Question: Henry S. writes: “I 
am coming to you for advice. I can- 
not breathe, and feel as if I am suf- 
focating or that the air does not 
pass through my lungs, and I have 
to gasp for air. My family doctor 
said I have spasmodic lungs. have 
no appetite, as nothing appeals to 
me, 1 eat very little. At times my 
nose is stopped up and I can not 
get air through my nose. I have 
been to a head specialist and he said 
there was nothing wrong with my 
nose and throat. I am 67 years old, 
and this breathing bothers me more 
during the night and morning—in the 
afternoon it does not seem so bad. 
Hoping that you can relieve ime in 
some way, and that I will see your 
answer in the paper very soon.” 

Auswer: Why don’t you take a 
fast on fruit until your appetite re- 
turns? You can rest assured that if 
you will fast long enough you will fi- 
nally become hungry and it is cer- 
tain that your breathing will have 
become normal by that time. The fast 
will clean out the entire alimentary 
canal and stop any gas pressure that 
may be pressing against the dia- 
phragm. Do the sensible thing and 
stop eating regular food until you are 
hungry.
